It was a time of legends. 

To understand “fpotballmania” in the little Town of 
Agawam back in the fall of 1951, perhaps the best 
and only way to illustrate the aura of this era long 
since past is through the movie “Hoosiers,” starring 
Gene Hackman. 

Remember this little town in the middle of a corn¬ 
field somewhere in Indiana, and the intense interest 
and passion surrounding the trials and tribulations of 
the high school basketball team through its improba¬ 
ble advancement through the state tournament? How 
about the state championship game in the big city? 
For many in this little group of hometowners, it was a 
memory of a lifetime. The kids were wide-eyed and 
completely hung on every word uttered by their coach. 

Fifty years ago, the Agawam High School football 


Brownies, guided by legendary Coach Harmon Smith, 
traveled to Columbus, Georgia for a New Year’s Day 
date to meet Richmond Academy (the reigning 
George State schoolboy champions) in what was 
called “The Peanut Bowl." It was the fourth year a 
team from Western Mass, had taken the trip. 
Westfield High had gone a few times; so had Holyoke 
High. 

In what many consider to be one of Agawam High 
School football’s finest hours, Smith and the Brownies 
crushed heavily-favored Richmond Academy, 20-12, 
before a crowd of 7,000 in a stadium which held 
24,000 and was the annual site for the big showdown 
between Auburn University and George University.

A warning from 
Agawam BPW 

John P. Stone, Superintendent of the Agawam 
Department of Public Works, has released the follow¬ 
ing statement concerning the Agawam Water 
Department: 

“It has been brought to our attention by the 
Agawam Police Department that certain individuals 
may be representing themselves as employees of the 
Agawam Water Department, a division of the 
Department of Public Works, in order to gain access 
to a resident’s home. 

"Reportedly these individuals state that they have 
come to test the water meter and attempt to collect a 
fee for this service which they state will be reimbursed 
when they return the next day with a new meter. While 
in the home, one individual will divert the attention of 
the resident while another will search for valuables to 
remove. 

“Residents should be advised that the Agawam 
Water Department does not have a program under¬ 
way for randomly checking or testing water meters. 
Neither do employees of the Water Department ever 
directly request payment for services from residents. 
All services we provide are either billed or paid for in 
advance at the Town Hall. Also, all of our service calls 
are by appointment scheduled with the resident by 
office personnel. 

“Finally, all Water Department vehicles have a 
medium green cab with a yellow body, with the excep¬ 
tion of one large, medium green pick-up and delivery 
van used by the water meter crew. All vehicles have 
official (blue) license plates, the Town Seal, and

changes that have taken place in the banking industry 
in the past several years, but one thing that won’t ever 
change is the way in which we put the customer first." 

Burton said that in an era marked by incessant 
mergers and announcements that mutual banks have 
become publicly held institutions, Hampden Bank will 
continue to answer only to its customers. “That’s why 
we’ve chosen this new marketing theme,” he 
explained. “So many institutions today don’t put the 
customers first, they put them behind the stockholders 
and even the executives at the bank.” Burton stressed 
that this name change, unlike many the region has 
seen in the past decade, does not mean that the bank 
has new owners, or stockholders.

Burton said Hampden is becoming one of 
the area’s leading providers of business banking serv¬ 
ices, a point that was often lost with the bank’s old 
name. 

To introduce the public to the new name and logo, 
Hampden Bank has embarked' on an ambitious mar¬ 
keting campaign that will also emphasize the bank’s 
customer-centered way of doing business. Using 
print, television, and radio advertisements, the bank 
will stress Hampden Bank’s “Be First @ Last" philos¬ 
ophy and invite those who don’t feel they’re being 
treated right by their bank to make the switch. “You 
can be treated like a number, or number one,” reads 
one ad, which urges readers to stop by the bank and 
ask for a “Switch Kit,” which makes the process of 
changing one’s bank quick and easy. 

Over the next several months, Hampden Bank will 
be placing new signage at its main offices at 19 
Harrison Avenue in Springfield and at its other loca¬ 
tions on Allen Street in Springfield, Agawam, 
Longmeadow, and West Springfield.

$168.38 million. 
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Fire House Museum 
to open May 27th

The official opening of the Agawam Historical and 
Fire House Museum on Elm Street, Agawam will be 
held on Monday, May 27th, at 1:00 p.m. 

Russell Jenks, former Agawam fire chief, and 
Richard Bellico, archivist and former president of the 
Agawam Historical Association, both of whom were 
instrumental in the renovation, outlined a brief history 
of the former Elm Street station and how it evolved to 
where it is today. 

According to Jenks, “At a special Agawam Town 
Meeting on September 26, 1917, it was voted to take 
a lot of land on Elm Street for the purpose of erecting 
a hose house thereon. On October 16, 1917, they 
appropriated $4,800 for land, construction, and equip¬ 
ping a fire station on Elm Street. 

The Annual Town Report of December 31, 1918 
notes the station at the center had been completed, 
and it not only provided the needs of the department, 
but served, the public with a convenient place for 
social and business gatherings. The total cost of the 
building was $4,638.25. 



THE OLD ELM STREET FIRE STATION in Agawam Center will be opened as an historic 
museum with a grand opening ceremony on Monday, May 27th. 
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Jenks retired in 1993, having been fire chief since 
1981. A survey done in 1985 had revealed a need for 
a new fire station, but no action was taken for over 10 
years. 

In 1995, after learning that there was to be a new 
fire station, Jenks and Bellico began to have talks and 
formed a committee to try to preserve the old fire 
house. Bellico outlined those steps earlier, including 
“a meeting with then-Mayor Christopher Johnson to 
advocate that this building not be demolished or sold 
and that it be used as an historical and fire house 
museum." 

Johnson asked the committee to come up with a 
budget and community support, so Bellico wrote to 
local legislators and to the different organizations in 
towns, including the Chamber of Commerce, Rotary, 
and the Lions Club. 

"The responses came back positive. We met with 
the Mayor again, and he approved the project. In fact, 
for our fundraiser, Johnson was one of our first con¬ 


tributors,” Bellico said. “Since that time, we have 
raised over $50,000. Additionally, the Agawam 
Historical Association has saved approximately 
$10,000 earmarked for the museum.” 

Jenks, who serves on the board of directors of the 
museum, said, “I knew if we did not get this building 
designated for a fire museum, it would go for who 
knew what. The other old stations at Ottawa Station 
(that was Mittineague) and South Westfield Street had 
been destroyed. This was the first fire station built in 
this section of town for motorized fire apparatus. 

“All indications were that there was no apparent, 
formal firefighting available for the Town of Agawam 
until 1905, when $200 was appropriated so the town 
could make any repairs or alterations in its buildings 
with the view of protecting life in case of fire. In 1907, 
$500 was appropriated for fire protection for a fire dis¬ 
trict comprising the Village of Mittineague (North 
Agawam). In June of 1901, Agawam had no formal 


fire protection when the Mittineague School burned 
and the Springfield Fire Department was called to 
fight the fire. We later voted to pay Springfield $35 for 
their aid in this fire,” Jenks added. 

According to late Town Historian Edith LaFrancis in 
Aaawam: A Town History , the fire station at Agawam 
Center was still housed in the horse shed of the 
Congregational Church. Mrs. LaFrancis writes, “The 
first rigs were man or horse-drawn hose reels, which 
if hauled around a corner at all of 10 miles per hour, 
often tipped over... a hose reel was kept in Sumner 
Swartz’s barn on River Road ... until 1931, when it 
was destroyed - by a fire in Swartz’s bam.' 

A Town History continues, “\n the spring of A3A9, 
the town purchased three Reo three-quarter-ton 
Speed Wagons. These came with chemical tank, 
extension ladder, a roof ladder, extinguishers, and

after delivery, 750 foot of hose was added ... in 1927 
it was recommended that more hydrants be installed 
in the more thickly settled parts of town ... 1927 a new 
two-and-one-half ton International truck was pur¬ 
chased for North Agawam, and in 1930 and ‘31, 
trucks of the same model were purchased for 
Agawam Center and Feeding Hills.” 

Jenks told us, “We have a 1930 International 
Buffalo 500-gallon-per-minute pumper that was sta¬ 
tioned at the Feeding Hills station. We will have this 
fire truck at the museum. Our next project is to solicit 
funds to restore it.” 

Bellico added, "We’d like to come across a hand- 
pulled hook and ladder, hose-drawn wagon at some 
point. These are very expensive, so we are always 
looking for donations of this or other historical arti¬ 
facts.” 

Russell Jenks became fire chief in 1981 after being 
appointed the town's first deputy fire chief in 1975, 
replacing acting Deputy Chief William DeForge, who 
was retiring. Harry Schneider was fire chief at the 
time. 

“Of 43 men, 11 were enrolled in Fire Science 
courses,” reported Mrs. LaFrancis, continuing, “The 
increase in technology of the fire service at this time 
requires an increase in the knowledge of chemistry, 
physics, electricity, and mathematics; flammable 
gases, explosives, and new materials can, under fire 
conditions, produce deadly atmosphere. Firefighting 
has come a long way since the days of the man-pow¬ 
ered hose reel or the bucket brigade. It is no longer a 
matter of pouring on water; firefighting has become a 
science ... instead of being summoned by old-time fire 
alarms and whistles, today’s call men are alerted by 
radio.” 

Since the publication of Agawam: A Town History , 
firefighters have expanded their scope to include 
emergency medical services and hazardous material 
crew capacity. There are 58 permanent firefighters 
and 15 call firefighters on the Agawam Fire 
Department today. Agawam was incorporated for over 
50 years before there was any organized fire protec¬ 
tion. 

The Agawam Historical Association believes that 
the Agawam Historical and Fire House Museum is a 
great asset to our town.

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A darker history... 

In the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, we have 
always been justifiably proud of our state’s rich and 
glorious history from the time of the American 
Revolution. Massachusetts is often viewed as a state 
of liberal traditions and Democratic values. Yet, as 
recently as the beginning of the 20th century, the 
state took part in actions against its own citizens that 
were neither glorious nor Democratic. 

Mentally ill persons living in Massachusetts less 
than a hundred years ago were treated with the 
utmost disregard and lack of care. Years ago, mental¬ 
ly ill patients were often locked up in state hospitals, 
unable to leave or to be removed by their families. 
Many became guinea pigs for new medical treat¬ 
ments, and they were generally regarded as less than 
human. 

In one of the most significant and disturbing of 
these policies, the state automatically buried 
deceased patients’ bodies in graves marked only with 
plot numbers and subsequently lost many of the 
records associated with these graveyards. The state 
stopped these discriminatory and inhuman practices 
long ago. Yet the unmarked graves remain, leaving 
families no place to memorialize their relatives, pro¬ 
viding not even a simple commemoration of these 
people’s lives.

Denying such a basic human right as a proper bur¬ 
ial to patients in the state’s care is degrading not only 
to these patients but to all mentally ill people. In order 
to acknowledge the past wrongs suffered by mentally 
ill patients buried by the Commonwealth, my Senate

Founded in 1892 by Father Michael J. McGivney and a small group of men 
from St. Mary’s Church in New Haven, Connecticut as a way to support widows 
and orphans of persecuted Catholics, the Knights of Columbus have grown to 
over 1.6 million members in the United States, Canada, the Philippines, Mexico, 
and several Central American and Caribbean countries.

Power to live by faith 

It has been said that becoming a Christian is one of 
the easiest things in the world to do. All one must do 
is to acknowledge their lack of perfection, tell God 
they're sorry for their sins, and acknowledge that God 
has arranged to solve their sin problem by having His 
own Son, Jesus Christ, bear the expense of those 
sins. While that does require humility, other than that, 
there’s no sweat broken. While we may properly feel 
humble to confess we’ve sinned, we need not feel 
humiliated. It’s not like we're the only ones who have 
sinned. The Bible says for all have sinned and fall 
short of the glory of God. 

Being a Christian is altogether a whole other ball- 
game, however.

Some people think that if they just try hard enough, 
or practice long enough, they’ll be able to succeed at 
living the Christian life. But sooner or later, it dawns on 
each of us that we simply can’t do it on our own. 
Looking within ourselves is not sufficient. We need to 
learn to look up, to God. 
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When Jesus Christ concluded His earthly ministry, 
He did not leave His followers to live by their own wits 
or strength. He promised that we would have power to 
live by faith, a power that He would give us. Jesus 
said, “ You will receive power when the Holy Spirit 
comes on you." 

The source of power that Jesus Christ promised 
His followers is the same source of power that Jesus 
relied upon during His earthly ministry. The Gospel of 
Luke tells us that when all the people were being 
baptized, Jesus was baptized too. And as He was 
praying, heaven was opened and the Holy Spirit 
descended upon Him in bodily form like a dove. 
Jesus, full of the Holy Spirit, returned from the 
Jordan River and was led by the Spirit. 

Jesus’ promise that "you will receive power when 
the Holy Spirit comes on you" was fulfilled on the 
Day of Pentecost. When the Day of Pentecost 
came, they were all together in one place. 
Suddenly a sound like a blowing of a strong wind 
came from heaven and filled the whole house 
where they were sitting. All of them were filled 
with the Holy Spirit. 

Prior to the Day of Pentecost, some of the Lord’s 
people had experiences of the Holy Spirit working 
powerfully in them. One such person was King David. 
Jesus said, "David himself, speaking by the Holy 
Spirit...” The Old Testament prophets were also 
empowered by the Holy Spirit. For prophecy never 
had its origin in the will of man, but men spoke 
from God as they were carried along by the Holy 
Spirit. 

Even though a few people before Jesus were 
empowered by the Holy Spirit, that seems to have 
been the exception rather than the rule. People’s 
direct experience of the Holy Spirit was limited; the 
Bible explains that up to that time, the Spirit had not 
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been given, since Jesus had not yet been glori¬ 
fied. 

The landscape changed dramatically for the people 
of God, on the Day of Pentecost, and ever since. 
Whereas before the Holy Spirit empowered only a few 
people prior to Jesus’ earthly ministry, now He 
empowers any person of God who is willing. This is 
what was spoken by the prophet Joel: "In the last 
days, God says, I will pour out My Spirit on all peo¬ 
ple.” Every person who claims Jesus Christ as their 
personal Lord and Savior can, as Jesus offered to His 
followers, "receive the Holy Spirit.” Jesus said, 
"Your Father in heaven will give the Holy Spirit to 
those who ask Him!" 

The Lord had said to John the Baptist about Jesus, 
“The one on whom you see the Spirit come down and 
remain is He who will baptize with the Holy Spirit." 
Jesus told His disciples, "For John baptized with 
water, but in a few days you will be baptized with 
the Holy Spirit.” 

While most of us think of the word “baptize” as hav¬ 
ing religious connotations, the original word had no 
connection to religion. The Greek word baptizo actu¬ 
ally had to do with the linen industry, and described 
soaking a piece of cloth in dye so that the cloth itself 
changed color. The idea here is that there should be 
no part of us, or our lives, not touched by, and empow¬ 
ered by, God’s Holy Spirit. 

Some of us are old enough to remember the com¬ 
mercial for Brill Cream hair cream that said "a little dab 
will do you.” While that might have been true about the 
hair cream, it is certainly not true about our need for 
God’s power to live by faith. We need to be baptized 
with God’s Holy Spirit. Fortunately for us, God is not 
chintzy with His Holy Spirit, who gives us the power 
we need to live by faith. Jesus said, "For God gives 
the Holy Spirit without limit.”

Hardy hoose plants... 


It’s not easy being green. Just ask your house 
plants. Some folks have green thumbs, and when it 
comes to house plants, some people are all thumbs. 
House plants add a fresh look to any interior and 
brighten any space ... until they turn brown and die. 


You can increase your success with house plants 
by choosing one of the more hardy ones. These plants 
can withstand a fair degree of abuse and neglect, and 
have modest needs that even the more incompetent 
gardener can manage. The following are eight hale, 
hardy suggestions for not-likely-to-succumb house 
plants for you to love. 


Aloe (aloe barbradensis) is a great plant to keep in 
the kitchen. Also known as the “medicine plant,” the 
aloe grows long, slender arms that, when cut, exude 
a sticky juice that’s great for burns. Aloe needs good 
light, but little else. It’s a member of the cactus family 
and requires water only when the surface of the soil is 
dry. 


A cast-iron plant (Aspidistra elatior) is as hardy as 
its name implies. This plant grows steadily despite its 
conditions, producing oblong, dark-green leaves that 
arc outward from the spears that rise directly from the 
soil. This plant can be pruned to serve as a charming 
table plant, or encouraged with light fertilizing and 
increased pot size to become a gargantuan specimen. 


The Chinese evergreen (Aglaonema ‘silver queen’) 
tolerates even dim light and also loves direct sunlight. 
This plant sprouts silvery green leaves from short 
stems to create a bushy, shrub-like appearance. 
Chinese evergreens need to be kept away from drafty 
areas, and watered when the surface of the soil 
becomes dry. 

Ficus (Ficus benjamina) is sometimes called a 
weeping fig. Ficus plants are often criticized for drop¬ 
ping every single leaf suddenly and without warning. 
The fact is that the ficus is very hardy and will tolerate 
poor conditions for months before finally running out 
of reserves and succumbing. With good light, moder¬ 
ate watering when dry, and the occasional fertilizer 
stake, a ficus will grow steady for years and years. 
Ficus don’t like to be moved, so once you’ve settled 


on its placement, let it be. 

Golden pothos (Epipremnum aureum) is the per¬ 
fect plant for the forgetful waterer. Pothos offers 
creamy yellow and green leaves, love to be drenched 
periodically, and left to dry out completely in-between. 
This plant loves the light, but cannot tolerate direct 
sunlight. It will grow quickly and doesn’t mind 
cramped roots. If you repot it occasionally and keep it 
pinched back, it will grow lush and full. If a pothos 
starts getting scraggly or leggy, just cut it way back 
and it will fill out quickly and become healthy and 
happy in short order. 

A mother-in-law’s tongue (Sansevieria trifasciata) is 
virtually indestructible. This plant get its name from its 
long, sharp leaves, so it’s best to refer to it as a “snake 
plant” when your mother-in-law is around. Related to 
the cacti family, this plant prefers a fairly dry soil and 
lots of light. It can survive dim rooms and weeks with¬ 
out water. The stiff leaves grow straight up and can 
reach heights of several feet. 


A split-leaf philodendron (Philodendron bipennifoli- 
um) looks nothing like its popular relative, the tree 
philodendron. It does share the latter’s tolerance for 
low light and infrequent waterings, as well as a repu¬ 
tation for toughness. The leaves start out pale and 
tender, and then turn deep green and leathery, split¬ 
ting into sections as they grow. When the soil surface 
is dry, water well. If the plant starts looking bedrag¬ 
gled, cut it back to the soil, give the roots a good soak¬ 
ing, and it will begin anew. 

Tree philodendron (Philodendron bipinnatifidum) 
makes a good floor plant with large leaves in a frond- 
or finger-like pattern. This plant is perfect for a low 
light area, and will grow very large if you continue to 
move it to larger containers. The tree philodendron will 
tolerate forgetful waterers, but it likes to dry out 
between water binges.

RMV could surprise you 
Policy affects pleas, 
dispositions of DUIs 

The Registry of Motor Vehicles’ policy of running a 
45-day license suspension for pleading guilty to a DUI 
(driving under the influence) charge consecutively 
with the automatic 120 -day suspension for refusing to 
take a breath test could catch many defendants off¬ 
guard, according to criminal-defense practitioners. 

Prior to 1994, the Registry would typically run the 
suspensions concurrently, allowing, in essence, the 
120 -day suspension to absorb much, if not all, of the 
45-day suspension. 

Since 1994, however, the Registry has been sepa¬ 
rating the 120 -day suspension period so that the 
clock is stopped upon disposition of the case and 
resumed once the 45-day suspension is completed. 
This effectively results in at least a 165-day suspen¬ 
sion. Since the 45-day suspension for pleading guilty 
to a DUI will only add to the time of a license suspen¬ 
sion, this policy eliminates much of the incentive for a 
defendant not to take the case to trial. 

The Registry's position is that, “When someone 
refuses the Breathalyzer and is subsequently convict¬ 
ed of drunk driving, there are two separate offenses 
that have occurred - the violation of the drunk-driving 
law and the implied consent law. To run them both 
concurrently would not give full cause and effect to 
both suspensions.” Some argue, however, that this 
creates an overly harsh result that discourages defen¬ 
dants from quick disposition of their cases. 

It has been suggested that a possible way around 
the new policy would be by getting an order for con¬ 
current suspensions within the face of the disposition 
itself. Of course, this does not guarantee that the 
RMV will, in fact, uphold the court’s order and impose 
the suspensions concurrently. It appears that present¬ 
ly, as long as a judge is willing to order in a disposi¬ 
tion that the two suspensions run concurrently, the 
Registry will generally honor the order. 

“The only orders we would not honor are those 
where the plea happens after the 120 -day period and 
the court tries to credit time back to before the dispo¬ 
sition even happened,” the RMV claims.

Going against the grain

Grains are the good guys, right? They form the 
broad base of the U.S. government’s food pyramid 
diet guidelines. All us “health food nuts” have been 
extolling the virtues of whole grains for years! 

Surprise! Surprise! There is another side to the 
grain story. Grains, both whole and unwhole, can be 
associated with a number of nutritional problems. 
There is a possibility that by reducing our intake of 
grains, many of us would experience better health 
and, astonishingly, some people can experience good 
health only when they eat no grains at all! People like 
me ... but that's another story. 

Some grains are definitely more problematic than 
others. Wheat is the number one grain culprit. Out of 
all the grains, wheat is the one with the most gluten. 
Gluten is a gluey combination of proteins that can be 
very irritating to the digestive system. They glom onto 
the tiny little hair-like projects in our intestines, gum¬ 
ming them up, and flattening them down like alien 
crop circles. 

As a result, nutrients from the food we eat cannot 
be absorbed properly, if at all. Symptoms of gluten 
sensitivity can be fatigue, bloating, and digestive 
upset. There is also a nasty skin rash than can occur 
as a result of gluten sensitivity. 

Wheat is not the only grain that contains gluten. 
Kamut, spelt, rye, triticale, barley, and oats have 
gluten as well as many processed foods. Gluten sen¬ 
sitivity is one thing - Celiac disease is another more 
serious complication. Celiac disease is an autoim¬ 


mune-type reaction to gluten in which the body reacts 
so strongly to gluten that it begins to destroy the lining 
of the small intestine. Celiac disease is the worst, 
most dramatic form of gluten sensitivity. 

Many people have Celiac disease and don’t even 
know it. One in every 111 healthy adults and one in 
167 healthy children can be affected in the United 
States. Unfortunately, gluten can be sheer poison for 
some people. 

The good news? There are many tests that can be 
done to determine if gluten sensitivity is present. 
Another method is just to eliminate all gluten from 
your diet for a while and see if this change makes a 
difference in how you feel. More good news - there 
are many foods available today made with non-gluten 
grains. 

Remember, our earliest ancestors thrived without 
grains in their diets. When they switched from the diet 
they were designed for, primarily meat, fish, some 
fruits and nuts, to a grain-based diet, their health 
plummeted. Genetically speaking, our bodies are very 
much like those Stone Age models of so long ago. 

We haven’t had enough time to adapt to lots of 
grains in our diet and because of that, grains some¬ 
times can cause problems for us in many ways.

Seniors get fit with Fitness First! 


Self-adjusting can be dangerous 

Oftentimes people will ask if it’s “okay” to adjust 
themselves or “crack their own backs.” They will say 
they “crack their backs" by twisting or pulling or con¬ 
torting their body in one way or another. 

In fact, one patient mentioned that he was at a 
seminar and one man adjusted his own neck by twist¬ 
ing it and another man adjusted his low back by 
stretching out over a set of chairs. Interesting tech¬ 
niques. 

The actual noise that is heard when there is an 
adjustment is due to gases released within the joint. 
The bones in the spine or vertebrae are attached to 
each other by the facet joints. The joints are sur¬ 
rounded by fluid. When the joints are separated or 
opened, the gases within the fluid are released which 
results in a cavitation, or “popping” sound. 

Anybody can create a “popping” sound within the 
joint. The key is to know which joint to move and 
which not to. A chiropractor knows when to adjust a 
joint, and more importantly, when not to. 


There are as many ways to work fitness into the 
daily routine as there are people, and local seniors will 
check some of them out on the ninth annual National 
Senior Health and Fitness Day (NSHFD), 
Wednesday, May 29th.

Among the benefits is increased cardio-respira- 
tory endurance as well as stronger muscles, which 
help reduce the risk if falling and improve the ability to 
perform the routine tasks of daily life. 

Moderate physical activity also can reduce the risk 
of heart disease, diabetes, high blood pressure, colon 
cancer, and feelings of depression and anxiety. To 
gain these benefits, people should engage in regular 
physical activity on all, or most, days of the week.'

If you’re just gently stretching first thing in the 
morning or after sitting for a period of time and hear a 
gentle “pop” or “crack,” that’s a gentle release of the 
joints and usually not a problem. If a person applies 
force to a joint to move it, that’s not a good idea. What 
is happening is that a joint that’s already mobile 
becomes hypermobile, and the joint that’s stuck 
becomes hypomobile, or fixated. A hypermobile joint 
over a period of time can lead to early degeneration 
due to the increased mobility. 

A dangerous aspect of self-adjusting a neck is that 
the vertebra-basilar artery runs through the vertebrae 
to the head. This artery can become torn or damaged 
if an improper adjustment is applied. As a chiroprac¬ 
tor, we rule out any potential problems by assessing 
patients with a thorough history, examination, and x- 
rays. 

Occasionally, a joint will “release” on its own. This 
should not be a problem if there is not any pain asso¬ 
ciated with it. However, if you are constantly “crack¬ 
ing” your back, neck, or other joints, there may be a 
deeper problem that is underlying that should be eval¬ 
uated by a chiropractor.

Japanese curry??? 

Curry dishes vary from location to location. Indian 
curries and those made in the Caribbean are very hot 
and spicy. In Japan, I have had curry that was very 
mild, and I thought I would share this with you. 

Start off by grilling chicken thighs. Completely cook 
them with only a little water and vinegar for a basting 
agent. (Oil in the baste will allow flare-ups and cause 
the meat to cook too quickly.) When the chicken has 
a beautiful brown crust and has cooked throughout, 
allow to cool while you prepare the curry. 

This way of serving is my favorite. Blanch sweet 
onions and slices of green and red bell pepper. Cook 
a good quality basmati rice. In a bowl, set to serve 
each individual place a formed 1/2 C of rice covered 
with equal portions of the onions and peppers. (The 
vegetables should still have a bit of crunch to them.)

Japanese curry is made this way. Take 1C chicken 
stock, 1/2 C coconut milk and 1/2 C milk, 2-3 TB of 
flour, 2 TB clarified butter, black pepper, and a dash of 
soy sauce. Start by making a roux from the flour and 
butter. When toasted, add the liquids. When the 
sauce starts to thicken, add the soy and 3 TB of curry 
powder (or to taste ). Finish the seasoning with black 
pepper or crushed red pepper to taste. You may need 
to adjust your seasonings to the taste of your family, 
but this is a dish well worth the time experimenting 
with. 

Desserts made with pineapple will always go well, 
and your family will relish the change in cuisine. All 
you need to do is add a vegetable or two to the din¬ 
ner table. Try making fried cauliflower. Mix beef base 
and seasoned salt. Now for the cauliflower; blanch it 
and roll in the seasonings. In a hot wok, fry until 
browned and softened. Serve in flat bread slathered 
in baba ghanoush. Serve homemade lemonade or 
fruit punch to complete a different and tasty meal.

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Chantel Cuddemi wins 
second place in 
Braille Challenge

Dear Kathy, Thank you for taking my pictures today.

The above letter was typed on a brailler by Chantel 
Cuddemi in less than five minutes during our inter¬ 
view. It was then transcribed into text by Linda 
McDermott, teacher for the blind and orientation and 
mobility instructor who has been with Chantel, an 
Agawam Junior High student, since she was four. 

Chantel, 14, took second place in The Braille 
Challenge, a statewide contest sponsored by the 
Carroll Center in Newton at the end of April. 

The Carroll Center is an organization that provides 
rehabilitation services, transition services, and tech¬ 
nology support service for persons who are blind or 
visually impaired. At the Junior High, Chantel fulfills 
the requirements of all seven required subjects for 
eighth grade. With the help of Ms. McDermott and 
Laurie McCaslin, Chanters one-to-one visual aide, 
assignments are taken from textbooks and converted 
into braille. Chantel then completes the assignments 
in braille, and Ms. McDermott or Mrs. McCaslin tran¬ 
scribe them into regular script, as they did with the let¬ 
ter from Chantel to this writer. 

“Our job is to make sure that everything in print for 
sighted children is provided in braille format,” 
McDermott said. 

In addition, Chantel plays the French Horn in the 
Junior High Band and plans to join the Agawam High 
School Marching Band in upcoming years.' 

Chantel described her experience in The Braille 
Challenge saying, "I had to compete in four sessions, 
including reading comprehension, charts and graphs 
- and then we had lunch - then speed and accuracy 
(using dictation from a tape recorder) and proofread¬ 
ing." 

Ms. McDermott explained, “Braille is a code sys¬ 
tem. There are two levels. Grade I is letter by letter. 
Grade II is a more complex system, using letters in 
varied combinations. Each braille letter has the poten¬ 
tial for six dots. For instance, a letter might have one 
dot on the upper left column and three dots down the 
column on the right. Another letter might consist of 
just one dot. The third braille is Nemeth, the math and 
musical code for blind people.” 

Among the resources made available to give 
Chantel access to the education for which she is so 
well equipped intellectually, the Agawam School

System has provided Ms. McDermott and Mrs. 
McCaslin, as well as a manual brailler (shown with 
Chantel typing in photo) and a laptop computer with a 
voice system called “JAWS.” This computer speaks 
for Chantel, giving commands, including when to shut 
down. 

She can hear the letters as they are entered onto 
the laptop. Chantel takes her tests on the laptop or 
her manual brailler. 

Ms. McDermott told us, “Chantel was the top read¬ 
er in sixth grade and is an excellent speller. She 
always did really well in spelling bees.” . 

Mrs. McCaslin’s contributions to Chantel’s educa¬ 
tion include the unique challenge of providing infor¬ 
mation which is necessary to the comprehension of 
educational material, such as conceptualizing DNA 
(shown in photo) or understanding color, shape, or 
other characteristics that are vital to learning the con¬ 
tent of her courses. 

Mrs. McCaslin told us that Ms. McDermott and 
Chantel kept her in suspense for about five minutes 
on the first day they were back from The Braille 
Challenge. The brailler looks simple at first. 

Braille uses a six-dot system and the brailler had 
six keys and a spacer. But any notion that there was 
a connection soon evaporated, as Chantel adroitly 
punched down and held down key combinations that 
few people could make. 

Reading braille is one thing, requiring perhaps a 
light touch and an open mind. But typing braille, now 
that’s another story. The configurations are difficult 
and require great pressure with each finger. Each let¬ 
ter is an entirely different variation of the brailler keys, 
too, except the letter “A.” 

For some reason, the letter “A” can be made by hit¬ 
ting just one key on the brailler. All the other letters 
have to be made by combinations of the keys. 

Ms. McDermott teaches three totally blind students 
and four students with low vision. 

“The one thing I want to stress is our appreciation 
to the Agawam School System for the support we 
have for these students. Chantel is an example of an 
intelligent student who just needed adaptive equip¬ 
ment and some professional support to excell in her 
schoolwork." 

Chantel is blind because of something called 
“Retinopathy of Prematurity.” She was born weighing 
only 1-1/2 pounds, a “premie” who was born at 5-1/2 
months. 

“Now I am almost five feet tall and make the Honor 
Roll,” she pointed out. 

About winning second place in Group IV (for ages 
14-17) in The Braille Challenge, Chantel said, “I feel 
pretty great. I’m proud of myself. I feel that the others 
really did give it their best shot.” 
Chantel has more excitement ahead of her. On June 
27th, she will take off from Logan Airport in Boston for 
San Diego, where she will compete in the National 
Braille Challenge Contest on June 30th. The contest 
is being put on by the National Institute for the Blind. 
Ms. McDermott reasoned that Chantel has been with 
the same kids in her class for several years. She is a 
good example of a person with some disability who 
can do as much as someone else. 

"We are very lucky to have such cooperative 
administrators and teachers here in Agawam. They 
are very open and supportive, and this helps 
immensely with the success of our programs and out 
students," said Ms. McDermott.

I 
felt she would come around once she gained her com¬ 
posure. If I pushed her into a response, I would lose 
her. 

The clock ticked a few times. Then, looking up, 
Mary said, “Mrs. Cohen, you won’t believe what I did 
and now I feel so terrible. I just can’t face my friends 
and I think everyone is talking about me. I really can’t 
stand feeling this way!!!” I told Mary to take a few deep 
breaths and then to tell me her story. 

As the story unfolded, I could sense her agitation. 
She talked rapidly and made little eye contact. I chose 
not to interject, but rather I just made a few “hmm”s 
and “I see”s at different times so Mary would know 
that I was paying attention. I must admit, the tale was 
not a pretty one; Mary had done something that was 
not nice, so she was right to feel upset. 

“Okay, Mary,” I said and smiled, “you are right; what 
you did was not such a good thing, but it’s done and 
you can’t change it.” As I finished speaking, I noticed 
a book on my desk. I opened it, turned to one of the 
pages, and said to Mary, “Look at this printed page. 


This past school year, the Agawam Middle School 
used the Big Y Education Express points to obtain 
Encarta Encyclopedia CDs for the classrooms and 
library.

I mean, the words were history, so it was time to re¬ 
examine them, accept them, deal with them, and then 
move on. "You know, Mary, a lot more of your book of 
life still needs to be written, so it’s good that you real¬ 
ize it’s time to go on to the next page. After all, you 
can’t change this one."

Each certificate is 
guaranteed to cover a percentage of tuition upon 
maturity, regardless of how much tuition has 
increased since the initial purchase. In 2002, Tuition 
Certificates can be purchased for maturity in 2007 
through 2022, and participants can purchase certifi¬ 
cates for up to five separate maturity years within that 
period. 

In addition to the U.PIan Prepaid Tuition Program, 
MEFA also offers the Commonwealth’s College 
Investing Plan, the U.Fund. This program, managed 
in partnership with Fidelity Investments, enables fam¬ 
ilies to save for qualified higher education expenses, 
such as tuition, fees, room and board, books, sup¬ 
plies, etc., through selected portfolios of professional¬ 
ly managed Fidelity mutual funds. U.Fund proceeds 
can be used at any accredited college or univesity in 
the country.

“We have 29 people coming, including a few invit¬ 
ed guests,” added Morassi on Tuesday night from his 
Cooper Street home (the same home he was born in, 
by the way). 

Many of the team members will be there, as well as 
Joe Napolitan, the Daily News sports reporter who 
later went on to become a nationall- and internation- 
ally-famous political consultant and "think tank.” Also 
invited to the reunion were Charles “Chick” Kistner, 
the retired Agawam Middle School principal who was 
the freshman football coach back in 1951, and 
Richard Carbone, also a freshman football coach for 
AHS that year. 

The 1951 AHS football roster (as posted in the 
“Columbus Ledger” on December 31st, 1951) includ¬ 
ed William Keeley, Richard Backstrom, Bill Hoye, 
Terry Woodbury, Norman Marieb, Franklin Stoll, Alfred 
Fontana, Stuart Kibbe, William Gonet, and William 
Hoye, seniors; Daniel Barifaldi, Richard Hall, Clem 
Hobbs, Richard Augustowicz, John Morassi, Richard 
SanGiorgi, Donald Stahle, and Robert Couture, jun¬ 
iors; Roger Leclerc, John Cardone, Phillip Cardone, 
Roland Mercadante, Joseph Sliech, James O’Keefe, 
Irving Brooks, Charles Mitchell, and Raymond 
Saracino, sophomores; and Louis Calabrese and 
Robert Mercadante, freshmen. 

Clem Hobbs is the only team member who is 
deceased, according to Carbone. Of course, Smith 
has also passed away, but Assistant Coach Larry 
Mulvaney is alive and well and living in upper New

York State. “We found him, and we are not sure if he 
is coming or not to the reunion," Vito Depalo noted. 

Long-time town residents will testify that during the 
Smith era that began in 1924 and ended in the 1950’s 
(then followed by Coach Harry Leonardi through the 
final championship season in 1966), AHS football in 
these parts was feared, respected, hated, and reviled 
by outsiders. It was a dynasty. A schoolboy New York 
Yankees ... Montreal Canadiens ... Boston Celtics. In 
most instances, only championships counted. Losing 
seasons caused much local discontent and were con¬ 
sidered unacceptable. 

The last football championship for the school 
ended with Leonardi’s final year in 1966, 36 years 
ago, part of that famous three-year, 26-game unde¬ 
feated streak. Many of the old-timers say it’s never 
been the same since. 

This “Peanut Bowl” odyssey for Smith and his 
charges actually should have never happened. AHS 
had ended the 1951 season at 7-1, losing only to con¬ 
ference champ Greenfield, 25-0. Greenfield received 
the invite, but a major snag occured when one of the 
Greenies’ players (who was black) was not allowed to 
play. Remember, this was 1951 and a team from the 
north was heading into the Deep South. 

“I remember there was so much talk around here 
about the Greenfield situation," said Morassi. "They

were the runners-up.” 

Immediately, all six members of the Agawam 
School Committee voted to accept the bid and a 
“Peanut Bowl” Fundraising Committee was estab¬ 
lished for the 1,200-mile trek. It was estimated 
$6,000.00 would be needed during two weeks of 
fundraising, climaxed by a student show and booster 
rally attended by nearly 700 people in the High School 
auditorium. (Agawam High School, back in 1951, is 
today’s Agawam Middle School.) 

The funds were raised and Smith and troops prac¬ 
ticed twice a day on the frozen December fields 
before being forced inside at the old Springfield 
College Field House. Smith had connections there, as 
he received his college education at Springfield 
College nearly 40 years before. 

According to one of the stories in the Springfield 
Newspapers by Francis Feighery, Brownie supporters 
were traveling by planes, trains, and automobiles to 
Georgia. 

The official party (which departed by sleeper train 
at the old Union Station in Springfield after a wild 
send-off) included Smith, Mulvaney, and the 29 team 
members; A. Jerome Goodwin, superintendent of 
schools; Frederick T. Dacey, AHS principal; Paul

Tough going for 
Brownies in softball 
vs. Westfield

At the start of the season, Agawam High varsity 
softball Coach Courtnie Hyland said the team’s 
biggest challenge would be defense. She was so 
right. 

On Tuesday afternoon (May 14th), the Brownies - 
one win away from a playoff berth - committed a com¬ 
edy of errors (eight) on the way to losing 10-2 to visit¬ 
ing Westfield High, a pretty strong team.
